- tbatj little neck of land In tbe Indian 
territory, hying between Colorado and 
Kansas 'on the north and Texas on the 
south.

Tbe original "No Mao's Land" is a little 
tongoe of land extending a few miles 
eauth of the Mason aud EMxon 'line, be- 
tween the states of Mary^nd tmd Dela- 
ware, Every now and then somebody 
starts the atttrj that this trjact is, prop- 
erly speaking,' part of no. state, Hteriilly 
out of tbe jurisdiction-of [tbe United 
Btatea; that it Is one of the-left over 
pieces of tbe whole country, wherein no 
one owns the ground upon wblch tie 
lives. On tbe maps the ground is cred- 
ited to Pennsylvania, bat, according to 
these same authorities, the claim, is a
